Hanoverian Steaks as the 
Principal 


Material for Dinner—Nut Brown 


Bread Almost as Good as Cake 


—Coffee Parfalt. 


Hanoverian steaks are little ham- 


burg steaks, broiled and well season- 
ed. Over them Is poured at serving 
time the following sauce: Brown In 
one tablespoon of'butter one-half cup 
of finely chopped onion and cook five 
minutes. 
Add four tomatoes, cut in 


pieces, or one cup of canned tomato, 
Season with salt and pepper and add 
one-half teaspoon of sugar. Cook for 
ten minutes. 


Nut brown bread Is a delicious ad- 


junct to the five o'clock tea, and is 
quite rich enough to be used in place

of cake. It slices very thin, and may 
be made into sandwiches with cream 
cheese. To make it, use two cups of 
sour milk, one-half cup. of molasses 
in which has been dissolved one large 
teaspoon of soda; one-naif 
cup 
of 


sugar, three cups of whole wheat flour, 
one teaspoon salt 
Mix thoroughly 


and add one cup of walnut meats cut 
In small pieces, but not chopped, over 
whlcu has been sprinkled one 
tea 


spoon of sifted flour. Pour into a 
bread pan and, bake la a slow oveu 
for one hour. 


Sugared strips are made when mak- 


ing the rhubarb pie for dinner. Roll 
out the left-over paste, cut In two even 
pieces, spread one with jam, lay the 
other strip over, sprinkle with granu- 
lated sugar, cut In finger lengths and 
brown In a hot oven. 
The sugar will 


melt and caramelize. These are also 
nice with afternoon tea. 


Coffee Parfalt.—Boil 
one 
cup of 


water with one cup of sugar until it 
will spin a thread. Pour slowly, over 
the stiffly beaten whites of three eggs, 
and when cold add one pint of cream, 
whipped stiff, one-half cup of very 
strong, black coffee and one-halt lea- 
spoon of vanilla. Put In a covered 
mold, pack in ice and salt and let 
stand for four hours.

St. Augustine Was Once an In- 


dian Village. 


First Colony Established by French 


Huguenots In 15C4 Was Razed by 


tho Spaniards and Its Inhab- 


itants Killed. 


St. Augustine. Fin.—Four centuries 


ago an Indian town known as Seloy 
stood on tno site ol what Is now St. 
Augustine. 
Oil Easter Sunday, 1012, 


Ponce de Leon, 
Simnisli 
explorer, 


landed there in search of the "Foun- 
tain of Youth." After he and his men 
had floundered through., the 
Sandy 


swamps of the vicinity and tramped 
among the scrub palmetto/bathed in 
every stream, pool and mudhole tliey 
cr.me across, without success, they re- 
embarked and the Indian village re- 
mained unmolested by white men for 
more than liity years. 


A colony of French Huguenots land- 


ed at the same point in 15U4, but 
soon moved on to the St. John's river. 
The news of their arrival reached 
Phillip IE. of Spain, and upon realiz- 
ini? the full import of the message— 
that a colony of Protestants was set- 
tling in his new world domain—he dis- 
patched Pedro Menendez to extermi- 
nate them. 


This 
second group 
of Invading 


Spaniards landed at the same Indian 
village on August 25, 16G5, and be- 
caiise that was St. Augustine's day up- 
on the church calendar they gave the 
place its present name. St. Augustine 
is consequently the oldest permanent 
settlement of Europeans within the 
territory; o£ the United States. The 
Huguenot settlement was not perma- 
nent for the reason that Meneudcz and 
liis men destroyed their fort and mas- 
sitered the inhabitants. «

from the long tunnel that led to the 
shaft. 


"The mud!" they cried, and dropped 


their picks In an Instant. 


A mud rush means certain death to 


all In its track. It gives no warning 
It comes silently like an ugly, wrig- 
gling snake; It works Its way swiftly, 
spares nothing, covers everything. 


The Englishmen at the opening to 


the tunnel roared out, "Climb to tho 
top of the wall!" which the natives 
promptly did.

them.

Nobody spoke. The black mass un- 
derneath looked as hard as a rock, but 
was as soft as porridge and trembled 
horribly. 


As each man reached the end plank 


he was hauled iu to safety and car- 
ried half-fainting out of the tunnel. 
The rest dragged themselves wearily 
on. When the last native arrived h!3 
mates thought he was, a stranger. His 
hair was perfectly white.
